Many are of the opinion..that 
oil will 'follow the gas flow. 


From appearances, the 8-lnch cas- 


ing, which extended: only . about 500 
feet into the well, has sunk down 
beneath the surfacev and cannot be 
reached with a valve. This leaves 
only a hole in the ground, with a 
force of perhaps 500-'or 600 pounds 
to the square inch to stop, with no 
other, anchorage than the loose sand •

Census Bureau Will Issue Bulletins on 


the Sources of Profit and 


Other Statistics, 


Preliminary 
arrangements 
were 


perfected at the census bureau at 
Washington this week whereby the 
public is soon to be put in possess- 
sion of valuable otatlstics re'ating to 
the sources of profit and the owner- 
ship of the farms of the 
country. 


Statistician Powers, in charge of the 
agricultural branch 
of t'ho census 


work, is preparing to Issue bullet- 
ins covering that branch of the cen- 
sus' inquiries, 
and from 
the first 


drafts of the bulletins made in the 
course of preparation It is safe to say 
that no part of the census work will, 
present to the public so much of In- 
teresting and 
Instructive data as 


will be contained in these bulletins. 


It was first designed to have 


the bulletins contain all the matter 
to be contained in the final ^reports 
on the subjects 
covered. 
This 


would have, necessitated the Issuing 
of bulletins carrying a1! the statist- 
ics covering the Inquiries relating to 
farms and for each state a bulletin 
would amount,to from fifteen 
to 


fifty pages of closely, printed statist- 
ics. 
This plan was regarded as im- 


practical as It embraced a full 
re- 


port as to each county, whereas the 
real object of the bulletins is to place 
before the people In the most com- 
pact form the more interesting feat- 
ures of the census returns. 
By the- 


plan now proposed It is expected by 
Statistician Powers that the bullet- 
Ins will not cover more than a dozen 
pages in each instance, and that the 
important features only will be is- 
sued In bulletin form. 
In this way 


the facts will be speedily brought to 
the attention of the public along the 
Mnes'covered by the census, and par- 
ticularly relating to the acreage de- 
voted to farms and, the amount of 
land under cultivation; the amount 
and value 
of products and of live 


stock, and 
the ownership of each 


farm, together with the area 
and 


number and area of farms rented 
or operated other than by their .own- 
ers. 
All this matter Is being pre- 


pared In brief and Interesting form, 
so,that one may see at a glanoe wliat 
results have beena achieved, in the 
agriculture 
of the different states 


and what the value of. farms 
and 


products were in 1900, compared witl 
the period ten years previous. 
The 


first bulletins will be Issued in about 
a week, and it is believed they will 
be among the most inieresting 
of
